Raeder is not held in very high

good reasons such as treason. 


TT SEEMS obvious now that the 
•*• Red Army generally knew of 
their conspiracies, and approved 
their execution. 
Certainly the 


magnificent Russian Army morale, 
to date indicates confidence in 
its present leaders. 


Further, the Russian purges 


were carried out in peacetime. The 
Nazi generals were busted in face 
of an aggressive enemy. 


Finally, men who know ar- 


mies say army grapevine carries 
the truth about any development 
down to the lowest ranks. The 
German Army rank and file 
knows by now that capable gen- 
erals they respected and fol- 
lowed to great victories were 
unjustly ousted because they 
couldn't carry out impossible 
tasks Hitler assigned them over 
their protests. 
Pvt. Hans and Corp. Willie in 


the rear ranks of the wehrmachi 
aren't going to be bucked up by 
that knowledge, and it'll weigh 
even more heavily on the gold 
braid still in danger of Hitler's 
tantrums. 


Those tantrums of Hitler's, by 


the way, may be expected to in- 
crease. 1 talked to a famed psy- 
chiatrist (who won't be quoted be- 
cause a_lot of quacks have rushed 
into print with long-range diag- 
noses of Hitler) and he said it's 
quite within possibility that the 
Nazi Mr. Big is well on his way 
to losing his mental marbles.

Nevertheless, 
fundamentally an 


agreement 
among five nations, 


including 
reluctant 
Argentina 


and Chile, on the 
much-debated 


proposal for a concerted diplo- 
matic break-with the Axis opened 
the way today to a unanimous 
stand by the 21 American republics 
against Germany, Italy and Japan. 


Participating- 
with 
Argentina 


and Chile in working out-a four- 
point compromise resolution were 
the United 
States, Brazil and 


Peru. The action drew favorable 
comment in conference circles and 
little difficulty was anticipated in 
obtaining formal approval from 
the remaining 16 nations repre- 
sented in the conference of fore- 
ign ministers of-Pan American re- 
publics. 


The conference committee on 


economic cooperation, meanwhile, 
began work on its agenda, topped 
by separate proposals for Ameri- 
can nations to end all financial, 
commercial and economic dealings 
with the. Axis. 


Among recommendations before 


this committee were proposals for 
freezing funds of Axis nations and 
businesses throughout the Ameri^ 
ecas and establishing blacklists of 
individuals and business linked 
•with the Axis. 


The committee also is consider- 


ing a substitute for the original 
proposal to establish an all-Ameri- 
can general staff.' Instead it -was 
suggested that -a defense com- 
mittee be formed—thus avoiding 
the impression of purely military 
purposes—with each nation nam- 
ing1 one representative. 
The com- 


mittee would operate at Washing- 
ton. 


Mexico, Colombia and Venezuela 


introduced last Friday the origin- 
al resolution calling for a rupture 
of relations with the Axis, a meas- 
ure against which Argentina and 
Chile balked. 


Fhe agreement, 
as rewritten 


from that resolution, did not stip- 
ulate that the break must be im- 
mediate and eliminated the orig- 
inal provision for a simultaneous 
cutting of economic ties with the 
Axis. 
It stated in a carefully-worded 


section that'the constituted pow- 
ers of the governments signing it 
must be in accord, indicating1 that 
the 
Argentine 
congress 
would 


have to pass on it for that nation. 
The Argentina delegation accept- 
ed the compromise resolution with- 
out reservation. 


However, the Chilean delegate, 


Foreign Minister Juan Bautista 
Pvossetti, who has insisted that 
Chile's special geographical situ- 
ation affected her position, specific- 
ally stated that the agreement 
would have to be put before the 
Chilean congress. 


(The next regular session of the 


Argentine congress begins May 1. 
Acting President Ramon S. Cas- 
tillo thus far has refused to call 
a special session).
